Applicant's arguments filed October 6, 2006 have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 

The recitation M a container" has not been given patentable weight because the recitation occurs in the 
preamble. A preamble is generally not accorded any patentable weight where it merely recites the purpose of a 
process or the intended use of a structure, and where the body of the claim does not depend on the preamble for 
completeness but, instead, the process steps or structural limitations are able to stand alone. See In re Hirao, 535 
F.2d 67, 190 USPQ 15 (CCPA 1976) and Kropa v. Robie, 187 F.2d 150, 152, 88 USPQ 478, 481 (CCPA 1951). 

In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain features of applicant's invention, 
it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies (i.e., "... the stabilizer is in sliding communication with the 
inner housing, the stabilizer must also be responsive to the position of the outer sleeve ... etc.") are not clearly recited 
in the rejected claim(s). Claim recites "an outer sleeve (e.g., 2), an inner housing (e.g., "cup or mug"; columns 1-2, 
lines 54-7) confined by the outer sleeve (e.g., Figure 1), and a stabilizer (e.g., 3) in sliding communication with the 
inner housing and responsive to position of the outer sleeve , such that when the outer sleeve (e.g., 2) is in a first 
position (e.g., Figure 3) the stabilizer (e.g., 3) is in retracted configuration, and when the outer sleeve (e.g., 3) is in a 
second position the stabilizer (e.g., 3) is in an extended configuration (e.g., Figure 2).", where the claims in a pending 
application should be given their broadest reasonable interpretation (e.g., "a stabilizer ... responsive to position of the 
outer sleeve ... etc."). In re Pearson, 181 USPQ 641 (CCPA 1974). 

Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read 
into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 



Things clearly shown in reference patent drawing qualify as prior art features, even though unexplained by 
the specification. In re Mraz, 173, 173 USPQ 25 (CCPA 1972). 
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
